“The First infantry, at a meeting neld 
this evening, adopted the resolution noted 
below. Please transmit a copy to Mrs. 

A 
memorial service will be held by the en- 
tire regiment Sunday morning. ‘ The res- 
olution is as follows: 

*“*Tt is with sorrow that the officers 
and men of the First Illinois infantry 
have received word of the death of their 
beloved and honored ex-commander, Col. 
Koch. His record during the civil war, 
his devotion to the national guard, and 
his years of service in this regiment have 
greatly endeared h.m to us, and his last 
official act’ in leading and directing the 
committee for the relief of needy families 
of the First infantry wasa fitting climax 
to a career that shall long be remem- 
bered.

Warnings Go Unheeded. 
But from a hundred other ships wrecked 
or damaged on the great lakes since 1906 
seamen have returned to utter serious re- 
monstrances on the state of American 
shipping—warning and prophecy of dis- 
aster. To the discredit of the United 
States steamboat inspection department 
these remonstrances were unheeded and 
suppressed. 

Then suddenly, nantes the silent his- 
tory and the suppressed history of great 
lakes catastrophes, by a chance unheard 


the country in the very heart of a crowded 
city told-a story that could not-be kept 
silent, mor suppressed, nor annihilated 
from the consciousness of the nation even 
if it never again enters the consclousness 
of the president. The truth of the East- 
land tragedy was written on, the wail as 
though by the hand of God for the whole 
world to read. 

In this last year another renee! hee 
dropped to pieces on the great lakes. Our 
last ship lost was the Kirby, an ore boat. 
Struck by a gale on Lake Superior on 
May 8, it drowned twenty of our seamen. 
One of the firemen who clung to a piece 
of wreckage, and the second mate, an exX~- 
ceptionally strong ‘swimmer, survived.

What Might Have Been. | 

What do the facts mean which have re- 
vealed themselves to the public as it nas 
watched the wake of the great. city river. 
catastrophe in the last year? 

In the attempt to answer that question 
for ourselves we may well consider what 
might have happened if Presidént Wilson 
and Secretary Redfield had acted in 
prompt and resolute good faith on their 
pledge of Aug. 10. , 
Obviously they would at once have Be- 
cured the appointment of a commission 
of five men able to command public es- 
teem and capable of proceeding without 
fear or favor. These would have been 
men absolutely without affiliation with 
the steamboat owning interests, without 
affiliation with steamboat inspection de- 


partment, and w ut affiliation with any 
of the many, mamy families of those lost 


in great lake wrécks. 

Clearly the chair of the commission 
would be held by a United States naval 
officer of standing and executive force, 
and the remainder of his committee would 
have comprised two other representatives 
of the navy, one of these to be a naval 
constructor, one representative of the de- 
partment of commerte, to be appointed 
from the bureau of standards, and one 
representative of the public, to be ap- 
pointed from some citizens’ organization 
of unquestioned disinterestedness in pub- 


lic affairn. ’ 


Biggest Task Ceerlechel. 

If the pledge were sincerely meant in 
a radically right intent to safeguard 
life on the waterways of the United 
States the commission would have been 
empowered to inquire into the history of 
marine disaster on the waters within 
United States boundaries in the last 
twenty years, the condition of the ves- 
sels lost and the recend of the steamboat 
| inspectién service concerning them. It 
would have been empowered to make 
recommendations coné¢erning the respon- 

sible safeguarding of human life in our. 
water traffic and to offer a constructive 
program for such legislative amendment 
as will enable our department of justice 
and our courte to maintain an effective 
support of the enforcement of our civil 
and our criminal law over our whole in- 
land waterway system. 

The reason why the Panama canal ad- 
ministration discovered the chief enemy 
of the canal in yellow fever and con- 
quered that obscure and apparently un- | 
conquerable foe was because the Panama 
canal administration had determined to 
do these things. 

The reason why President Wilson has 
not sought out and conquered the ene 
mies of safety and of law on the great 
lakes seems to have been his lack of de-

Parcel Post Reported Used 
in Conspiracy to Dispose 
of Impure Product. 


A “bad egg” conspiracy, reaching na- 
tion-wide proportions, has been uncovered 
by agents of the department of justi¢e 
and the bureau of agriculture. | 

Chicago is said to be headquarters for 
cold storage companies and egg and pro- 
duce merchants, alleged to be in the con- 
spiracy. By means of the parcel post and 
the mails the scheme is said to have been 
worked successfully for the last four 
months. : 

According to government estimates an 
average of 10,000 bad eggs a ddly mire! 
been distributed in Chicago through the 
parcel post. Names of principals are 
withheld by federal authorities, but most 
of them are said to live in und around 
Chicago. : 


How the Scheme Works. 

According to government authorities, 
cold storage men would contract to de- 
liver eggs to various dealers before ship- 
ments were made. By misrepresenting 
the eggs to be fresh they were enabled 
to avoid inspection insisted upon by the 
government on all food shipments. 

The shipments were listed at the mar- 
ket price of fresh eggs and most of them 
were sent C. O. D, By this method the 
government was acting as a carrier of

GIVES “TRUE FACTS,” 
‘The true facts concerning the Avon- 
dale site are these: In July, 1915, the 
Parent-Teachers’ association of the 
Avondale school appeared beflore the, 
buildings and grounds committee of the 
board of education and urged the acquire- 
ment of the site. The delegation present- 
ed a petition signed by 1,400 citizens ask- 
ing the board to take the property. 
Among others; both Ald. Kennedy and 
Watson worked for the acquirement of 
the site. 

“On Oct 6 the same organization wrote 
Trustee Sethness demanding that the site 
be taken. .On Oct. 13 the then superin- 
tendent of schools, Ella Flagg Young, 
recommended that the site be taken, and 
under the rules the matter was taken up 
by the sites committee. Mrs. Thornton 
aid not becomes a member of the board 
of education until Nov. 10, 1915. 

“The site is the east half of the block 
in which the Avondale school stands. It 
's composed of some twenty-four or more 
lots. The property of Dr. Thornton is 
in the middie of the block and is composed 
of two twenty-five foot lots with two story 
improvements on each.

* THE LESSONS OF MOBILIZATION. 


In six weeks after the mobilization order had 
been sent forth from Berlin for the Franco-Prus- 
sian war and only a month after the first contact of 
troops the hopes of France had been crushed out at 

. Thionville, Gravelotte, and Sedan. 


*. That was a generation ago, vefore the day of na- 


tions in arms and ithe miracles of mobilization 
achieved in 1914. But it is worth recalling to im- 
presse upon our civilian minds the swiftness with 
which conclusive military disaster can be wrought 
upon even such a people as the French by an army 
better prepared in every res,cct. The few days 
which Germany gained at the beginning meant 
everything in 1870. The few days lost before Liege 
we realize may have meant as much to France in 
1914. : . 
Happily for us the United States does not live 
under the intense pressure of the European conti- 
ment and has no powerful neighbors across an 
imaginary boundary line. On the other hand, all 
‘distances are rapidly lessening over our globe and 
the sea is now not a barrier but a great thorough- 
fare, where winds and currents no longer seriously 
retard transport. We are nearer Europe or Asia 
than the New England of the revolution was to Vir- 
ginfa or Pennsylvania, and added to this fact is 
the tremendcus increase of military power and ef- 
ficiency abroad with which we have not kept pace. 
The wor!d is far nearer us than before. It is able to 
act with far more swiftness and power. | 
These are palpable facts which the indifferent 
should realize even though the doctrinaire pacifist 
refuses to do so. Our system of defense has ignored 
them. It is founded on conditions no longer exist- 
ent. A new policy is needed and happily ‘3 being. 
developed under pressure of an awakening public 
opinion, and we are realizing that our defense must 
not only be stronger on sea and land but it must be 
more ready. i 


The mobi'ization of the national guard has been 


a striking object lesson. The order was issued June 
18th. A month later, or to draw a parallel, when 
the German army was wreaking the crushing de- 
feats of Vionville “and Gravelotte upon the French, 
we have managed to place about 100,000 militia in 
camps on the Mexican border and about 60,000 in 
camps at home. | | 
These troops, it is roughly estimated by the Bcien- 
tific American, are iu a ratio of about 35 fairly 
trained civilian soldiers to 100 virtually green men. 
That is, from 10 to 20 per cent of the original 
guard have been rejected on physical or other 
grounds and one-third of each crganization has had 
only a year’s training, or from 50 to 60 drills in 
armories. | 
The whole body is without tactical organization 
larger than a brigade and there is no proper bal- 
ance among the different arms. Ther: is a deficien- 
ey in the trades necessary to . force in the field. 
such as farriers, blacksmiths, etc. A large propor- 
tion of the officers have had no experience in the 
field even in peace maneuvers, and it would take 
* months to give them all the experience requisite to 
intelligent codperation. | 
The equipment is lacking. Not only draft ani- 
mals but also horses for cavalry and artillery must 
be got, and the latter must be trained for months 
before they are fit for war service. Armed motors, 
©°roplanes, modern field kitchens, machine guns in 


proper proportion, to say nothing of light clothing, ) 


goggles, and other requirements of a soldier’s com- 
fort and health are noticeebly lacking. Tig 

In short, the national guard is not in any modern 
sense an army and cannot be brought to a modern 
standard of efficiency short of many months of hard 
training. 

This fact, which the advocates of preparedness 
have been trying for years to impress upon con- 
gress and the public, should now be frankly faced 
and thoroughly studied. Several resolutions have 
passed the house touching different aspects of the 
mobilization, but it would be vetter to cover the 
whole subject comprehensively in a full report on 
the whole movement and condition of the guard. 
Some time would be necessary for the reception 
and summarizing of reports, b.: not a great deal, 
and as a result of a full demonstration of the waste- 
fulness and inefficiency of the state militia system 
it should be possible to obtain radica] legisla- 
tion, if not from the present congress, at least from 
the next. 

The spirit shown by the officers and men of the 
national 
American people. 
have seen the flower of the land respond to the call 
of the president. We have learned that the spirit of 
sacrifice is not dead. That is good. But it shines 
out in contrast to the system through which it has 
been demonstrated; a system always found want- 
ing from the beginning of the republic; a system 
that has written the record of its failures in blood 
in every war. : | 

Why will we not learn this lesson? We are for- 
tunate in having it taught us now without bloodshed 
or defeat. Must we wait for these grim teachers 
or shall we act before they lay again the bloody 
ferule of experience across our shoulders? |. 

The state militia system has never worked. The 
volunteer principle has never worked. Both are a 
delusion, working injustice, inefficiency, and cruel 
waste. The American democracy has the example 
of other democracies before it. The republican 

_ armies of France, of Switzerland, of Australia, and 
New Zealand reproach our citizenship. _ |

| AFTER THE WAR. 

If there is one thought that is in the minds of all 
Americans at this time, sometimes in the back- 
ground as a shadow of grave warning, sometimes 
pressing forward for anxious consideration, it is: 
What of our future after the war? is 

The strength of the demand for naval and mili- 
tary defense is a part of this. But we are coming 
to understand that a much wider and deeper pre- 
paredness than that against military offense is to 
be required of us. When the armies of the world 
ay down their arms the war will not be over. The 
unending warfare of peace will go on, and with 
more. formidable weapons and more far reaching 
strategies than ever before. ‘ : 

‘The Paris economic conference of the entente 
allies was not needed to remind us that we are to 
confront a more drastic and inclusive system of 
alliance and international coJperation than we have 
had to meet in the past. We need only glance at 
the tremendous mobilization of British resources, 
the astonishing energizing and radical reorganiza- 
tion of its industrial and financial powers, the 
miraculous transformation of that nation of laissez 
faire and traditional conservatism, to waken to a 
profound sense of the struggle before us. i 

We need not face these momentous facts in fear 
| or discouragement. But we must face them without 
an unthinking optimism. We must realize.that we 
are not foreordained to victory, but that, on the 
contrary, we have been blest in the past with for- 
tunate conditions which have ministered mot only to 
our success but to the development of many weak- 
nesses. We must realize that we have wasted re- 
sources and acquired loose habits, have let youthful 
strength and pristine riches take the place of fore- 
thought, patience, economy, science, and orderly 
advance. | 

But now we are to meet a world in arms. Not 
the arms of the soldier, but the arms of the com- 
mercial conqueror, founded on an organized might 
of brain and will such as civilization has never 
revealed before. We must match the organization, 
the coolly developed forethought, the minutely 
planned codrdination of our rivals’ effort, with at 
least equal resource. We can no longer drift in the 
happy optimism of inconsiderate youth.

Later on he en- 
tered the Prussian army, rose to the rank of 
colonel; then became military attaché of the em- 
bassies in Paris and Vienna, where he did.so weil, 
in a military as well as in a diplomatic way, that 
he was appointed to the post of German envoy at 
Stockholm. 

He was virtually dismissed from the diplomatic 
service, however, in 1894, for having married a 
Swedish woman in defiance of the kaiser’s per- 
sonal prohibition, as well as in violation of the 
rules of the German government against matri- 
monial alliances between members of the diplo- 


von Wedel, as he was then, instead of manifest- 
ing his resentment for this treatment, abstained 
from expatriating himself, as everybody expected 
that he would do, and instead of settling down In 
Sweden, a course which would have been war- 
ranted by the vast landed estates of his wife in 
that kingdom, he took up his residence in Berlin, 
where the magnificence of his establishment, the 
splendor of his entertainments, and the stately 
beauty of his wife, served to make him one of the 
most conspicuous figures in the German capital. 


It was not long hefore he was fully restored to 
the favor of the emperor, who, with the empress, 
frequently dined with the Wedels, off the superb 
service of gold plate which is one wf the ancestral 
possessions of Wedel’s wife, and which has been 
owned by her family for more than 200 years,

branch of the historic 
Scottish house of that 
name, which has been 
established in Sweden 
ever since the reign of 
King Gustavus Adol- 
phus and the Thirty 
Years’ war. Her father, 
the late Count Hamil- 
ton, was governor of 
Stockholm, her mother 
Was grand mistress of 
the court of Queen 
Sophia, while she her- 
self was the widow of | 
Count Platen when she married Charles von

It was not long béfore the kaiser gave still 
further manifestation of the restoration to favor 
of Count von Wedel by appointing him military 
governor of Berlin; and when Baron Saurma, for- 
mer German ambassador at Washington, became 


.80 111 at Rome as to be obliged to resign his post, 


Von Wedel was appointed as his successor. Two 
years later he was transferred as ambassador to 
Vienna, in the place of the disgraced Prince 
Eulenburg. 


At Vienna he was welcomed with open arms. 
For he had spent no less than eight years there 
as military attaché of the embassy, being to such 
an extent initiated Into the diplomatic work of 
the mission. that in the absence of the then am- 
@assador, the late Prince Reuss, it was he, Wedel, 
and not the first secretary, who took his place as 
chargé d'affaires. 


About nine years ago Von Wedel was trans- 
ferred from Vienna to the office of viceroy of Al- 
sace and Lorraine. He remained there until the 
‘winter before the beginning of the war, having 
accomplished more towards the reconciliation of 
the people of the annexed provinces to Teuton 
rule than any of his predecessors as stadtholder. 


In fact, he was virtually driven to resign by 
the abuse of the Prussian ultra-conservatives and 
bureaucracy, who complained that both he and 
his wife were treating the people of .Alsace-Lor- 
raine with altogether too much laxity. -On his 
retirement. the kaiser bestowed the title of prince 
and princess upon Von Wedel and his wife. 


Although a former officer of the Hanoverian 
army, yet Prince Wedel is an Oldenburger by 
birth, being a son of Gen. Count William von 
Wedel, who was chief of the military household 
of the reigning Grand Duke of Oldenburg of his 
day. The prince’s grandfather was a Danish field 
marshal and one of the last of the Danish vice- 
roys of Norway. Prince Wedel greatly distin- 
guished himself in the war .of 1870 against 
France, winning the iron cross on the battlefield, 
and, what was still more important, the good will 
of Field Marshal Count Moltke. 

Moltke, after the war, attached him to the gen- 
eral staff, and on the outbreak of hostilities seven 
years later between Turkey and Russia, dis- 
patched him to the Muscovite headquarters as his 
representative. In fact, Prince Wedel went 
through the entire Turko-Russian campaign of 
forty years ago as a member of the personal 
suite of Czar Alexander. 


Prince and Princess Wedel eave. no children. 
consequently their princely title will lapse with 
their death. His elevation to the rank of prince 
met with the approval of all the minor German 
courts. For there are few of the latter at which 
the Wedel family is not represented in a more or 
less confidential capacity. Each reigning house 
of Germany has one or more Wedels in its servy- 
ice, usually holding an office of much dignity and 
great trust. | | 

It may be recalled that a few years ago a mem- 
ber of the Von Wedel family, Count George, came 
to thig country and spent some time hére as seo- 
retary of the German embassy at Washington, 
occasionally acting as chargé d'affaires. He is 
married to a daughter of the late Baron Charles 
Magnus, whose family played an important réle 
in the haute finance of Berlin and was ennobled 
by King Frederick William IV. of Prussia some

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HYSICIANS attending establish-

Especially is this true if the establish- 
ment is one employing a force in which 
there is a considerable proportion of 
women. 

Headache is not a disease for which 
people consult a physician customarily. 
The custom is for a person suffering from 
headache to take a dose of some proprie- 
tary preparation or heodache cure and let 
it go at that. It is true that in large 
establishments which provide free, easily 
available, and confidence inspiring med- 
ical service, more employés consult the 
physicians for headache than is the cus- 
tom among people generally. Therefore, 
taking all things into consideration, it 
is fair to say that headache is the most 
frequent of all symptoms. 

Every one thinks he knows how to treat 
a headache. The custom is to take one 
or more headache powders. The base 
of all headache medicines is some coal 
tar remedy. Some are built around 
phenacetin or acetanalid, and some 
around aspirin. Combined with one of 
these coal tar preparations there is some- 
times ordinary cooking soda, sometimes 
an effervescing powder, sometimes some 
drug derived from opium. From top to 
bottom there is not an entirely harmless 
drug in the list. Some are very harm- 
ful—for instance, codein, which stands 
at the head of the list—and some are al- 
most harmless—for instance, soda, which 
stands at the foot of the list—and in be- 
tween come others.

This last bulletin, speaking of head- 
ache mixtures, says: ‘“‘ These mixtures 
are advertised as cures or effective treat- 
ments for many ills of mankind, ranging 
' from cholera morbus in infants to “ brain 
fag " and exhaustion, due to drunkenness. 
They have been the cause of many deaths 
and hundreds of cases of poisoning. 
“The amount of acetanalid, acetphen- 
altidin, antipyrin, caffein, etc., used in 
preparations of this class of habit form- 
ing drugs is very large. Untii recently 
it was claimed by some that these agents 
were harmless, and did not belong to the 
habit forming group. Later investiga- 
tions, however, clearly show that this 
position is unwarranted. The medical 
profession for some time fondiy believed 


were counteracted by caffein, which is 
present in most headache mixtures, but 
pharmacological experiments have 
shown that the assumption @ erroneous. 
These remedies in general simply benumb 
or stupefy the sénses, but do not remove 
the cause of the trouble.”’ ; 

Note the several statements that head- 
ache mixtures are habit forming drugs. 
They bring about the headache habit and 
that in turn calls for more headache 
medicine. A dose of headache medicine 
will relieve the discomfort of a headache 
nine times out of ten. Therefore, the 
temptation to use them, °But the man 
who has a headache and takes headache 
medicine lays the foundation for another 
headache. That day, or the next, or 
some time soon a second headache in 
part caused by the medicine follows the 
first. In the course of a few years daily 
headaches and daily use of headache 
medicine, or something approximating 
that, is the rule. 

The reason for this is twofold. First, 
the headache medicine produces certain 
changes in the blood cells and the brain 
cells, which changes bring about a 
tendency to headaches. In the second 
place, a headache is a warning of some 
wrong habit or some organic disease. If, 
instead of changing the habit or remedy- 
ing the disease, a man takes a dose of 
headache medicine, he is certain to have 
another headache before long. 

Be wise and take no, headache medi- 
cines. Do not bify them from the drug 
stores and do not permit your physician 
to give them to you.

The Minnesota State Pharmaceutical 
association is authority for the statement 
that there are drug peddlers who go 
around the country stocking up homes 
with drugs on consignment. Above all, 
do not take any of the headache mixtures 
peddied by these people. 

What is a man with headache to do 
about it? That will depend upon the 
cause. And that statement runs right to 
the heart of things. A person having 
headaches must ask himself why he has 
headaches, must not stop until he knows 
why and has remedied the cause if it can 
be remedied. Pe: 

ince the quotation from Kebler con- 
tained an allusion to the katzenjammer 
headache let us answer the first question 
as to that form of headache. For relief 
take three compound cathartic pills, put 
hot cloths on the head, take a hot bath, 
drink a cup of milk or clam bouillon and 
two crackers, and chew gum. _ 

More important still is prevention. The 
way to cure katzenjammer headaches ig 
to prevent them by laying off the booze. 
Did you ever see a man accumulating a 
jag? Quarts of beer, interspersed with 
ounces of whisky, are filled with tobacco 
smoke, hot rooms, dirty skin, dirty 
clothes, dirt everywhere. No sleep. No 
food. 

A jag earns a headache. What the man 
addicted to jag headaches should do ig 
clear. 

The most frequent form of headache is 
what is known as biliousness. When we 
say a man is bilious we mean he eats too 
much for the exercise he takes and the 
air he gets. A bilious headache its char- 
acterized by a throbbing pain, some ten- 
dency to dizziness, some confusion of 
mind, and, occasionally, some loss of ap- 
petite and some nausea. This type of 
headache generally gets better at once 
following a free bowel movement. For 
the cure of this type of headache nothing 
is better than a saline pvrge. If, after 
free watery purgation, the sufferer will

But the more important question is to 
prevent these headaches. .They are due 
to bad habits. They can be prevented 
in every instance by changing the habits. 
Let us say the man is a newspaper man 
working as an editor, sitting at a desk 
from 5 o’clock in the evening till 1 o'clock 
in the morning. _ Let him get up a little 
earlier and plan nine holes of golf or take 
a horseback ride. Let him eat about 
one-fifth as much meat, potatoes, and 
bread and make up for it with fruit, vege- 
tables, and water. 

Whatever be the vocation or work of 
& person subject to bilious headaches 
the cure lies within his own hands. No- 
body can cure him, but he can certainly 
cure himself, and that by merely chang- 
ing his habits. 

A not infrequent headache is that due 
to eyestrain. How can one know that 
eyestrain is causing his‘headache? Gen- 
erally speaking, in headaches from the 
eyes the pain is in the forehead or the 
temples. The headaches come on after 
Several hours’ work. They are more apt 
to Come on after work that is trying on 
the eyes. To these rules, however, there. 
are Many exceptions. If any one had re- 
peated headaches he should suspect eye- 
strain, ‘ | 

If eyestrain is suspected the sufferer 
can make a rough test of his own eyes. 
Test cards abound. Optical establish- 
ments have them to give away. Let him 
secure a test card, hang it up in a well 
lighted room, take his position twenty 
feet away, by measure, and see if he can. 
read the line marked 20—with each eye 
Separately and then with both eyes to- 
éether. If he cannot read it with each 
eye and both eyes, if the letters are not 
ciear cut, distinct, and separate, his eye- 
Sight is faulty and he is in need of glasses. 

Even though his eyes*be good a man 
might suffer from eyestrain if the illu- 
mination is very poor, if he must gaze at 
a bright ight or shiny surfaces, or if his 
work is very fine. The remedy for this 
variety of headache is even more acces- 
sible. Eyeglasses with proper lenses and 
with a frame that holds the lens at just 
a right place are easy to get.

rms of fatigue are responsible 
for headache. Naturally the headaches 
of fatigue are more apt to develop toward 
the end of the day. The cure for this 
form of headache is easy to understand 
and, in most instances, is easy to apply. 
In most cases the cause operates after 
work hours rather than during them. In 
this event the cure consists in correct- 
ing the bad habit. Sometimes it is late 
hours and too little sleep. Sometimes it 
is worry. If the cause operates during

Another form of headache frequently 
encountered is the tea and toast break- 
fast headache. This is a hunger head- 
ache. If taken just as it Starts, an apple 
and a piece of bread or a glass of but- 
termilk will cure it. To prevent this 
form of headache one should eat a more 
substantial breakfast. 

Another frequent cause of headache Is 
neurasthenia. The neurasthenic head- 
ache is often described as a feeling of a 
band around the head. Or the head- 
ache is said to beat at one point or along 
a line or in a certain Square. Or there 
is a feeling that the top of the head is 
likely to come off or to cave in. All 
those various bizarre feelings in the 
head—and a hundred neurasthenic pa- 
tients will describe them in twenty-five 
different ways—are Symptoms of neu- 
rasthenic headache. A headache which 
causes &@ man to fear he is going insane 
or to fear something else is a neuras- 
thenic headache, nine times out of ten. 

The way to prevent these headaches 
is to benefit the neurasthenia. ‘That is 
a slow process, for neurasthenia results 
from two bad mental habits, fear and 
worry. Retraining a badly trained mind 
is a slow and tedious process, but it can 
be done. No one suffering from neuras- 
thenic headaches gains anything in any 
way from developing the headache med- 
icine habit. 

penn : 

There are many different forms of 
headache, due te many different causes. 
In this article only a few have been 
covered. We have said nothing about 
migraine or menstrual headache, and 
nothing about the headaches which re- 
sult from Bright’s disease and other 
forms of organic disease. 

Let this statement cover all of them: 
In no form of headache is the persistent 
use of headache medicines justified. 
They always make matters worse in the 
long run. Every form of headache ex- 
cept those due to organic disease or mi- 
graine can be cured by change in some 
habit or in the method of living. When 
the headache is due to organic disease 
the proper treatment of the headache 
is directed toward the disease itself and 
not toward the headache.

Which of these two will prove more wily, which 
will display more presence of mind—more feline velocity? 
I read in a newspaper a few days ago: “The cross exami- 
nation was harsh, sarcastic, and amusing.”

That a man is executed 
by mistake sometimes happens, these philosophers say, and 
remind us of La Rochefoucault’s bitter epigram: “ We are 
always strong enough to endure the misery of our neighbor.”

Berlin, ac- 
cording to the optimists who have passed the 
censor, is as lively as though her prize regi- 
ments were maneuvering joyfully in place of 
fighting desperately. And there is enough 
gayety in Petrograd and Budapest and Vienna 
to keep the minds of the peri from brooding 
too constantly.

world has so much money been spent by so 
many people on amusements alone within the 
same limit of time as has been spent in New 
York this last winter. 

There have been two angles to this orgy of 
extravagance. One represents the fools sud- 
denly enriched by gambling on the stock mar- 
ket or by the sudden expansion of their war 
supply business; the other the natural spend- 
ers to whom a present prosperity has given a 
new sense of security.

Cost of a ‘Good Show.” 
In the vast scheme of money spendiag in 


New York the theaters come first in the reck- 


oning. They surround the hotel district like 


side shows run in connection with a monster 


circus, each with its flaring incandescent prom- 


ise of impending joys inside—some freakish, 


some not. And out of the hotels there swarm 


at night a hundred thousand visitors and 


friends bent on seeing what they invariably 
ask for the first thing after the lad has put 
down the suitcase, raised the window shade, 
and accepted his quarter—‘‘a good show.” 
Normally there are fifty of these “ good shows" 
close at hand and ready to oblige if one take 


them all at their published promises. 


But theater going per se is not to be re 


garded as an extravagance. It is really the 


most logical diversion an amusement capital 
has to offer, and its cost is not excessive—ex- 


cepting when the attractiveness of the bill or 


the occasion, such as the more important first 


nights provide, boosts the demand for seats far 


| beyond the available supply. It is what gocs 
with theater going these days that brings the 
cost of this diversion up near the head of the 


list of extravagances, A “good show” costs 

no more than it has for years; but who now- 

adays among those with money to spend would 
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think of giving even a small theater party 
without a dinner before or a supper following 
—usually both? 

And what does such an evening cost the 
host? Fora party of four he can spend, with- 
out an effort, from $60 to $75 and still be per- 


fectly unhappy when he realizes in the taxi on 
the way home that he forgot to send the ladies 


any flowers. The division of cost here is easy 


and reasonable to the present day entertainer - 


—$25 to $35 for the dinner (with wine costing 
from $7 to $10 a bottle), $10 for seats to the 
theater from his broker, $8 for seats to the 
best of the midnight cabarets, another $10 or 
$15 for supper, and the rest for taxis, 

The young man with any pride in his social 
standing—the same young man, that is to say, 
who used to feel that if be paid $4 for theater 
seats, $4 for carriage hire, and $5 for a modest 
supper after the theater he was doing the 
hing quite beautifully—now figures on $25 for 
che same evening's amusement.

Willing to Pay High. 

The opera season has been the most success- 
ful in the history of the Metropolitan. Ordi- 
narily seats on Caruso nights have been held 
at $6 and by the speculators at $8 and $10. 
This season $15 has been a common price on 
these big nights. The Russian ballet was 
added to the regular season and included in 
the list of subscription nights. Otherwise it 


" »probably would have failed of at least a part 


of the financial success it won, for, truth to 
tell, it created nothing resembling a furore. 
When Nijinsky was added to the cast, how- 
ever, curiosity to see him helped the season, 
and for his last few appearances he also had 
the honor of having speculators collect as high 
as $15'a seat from those eager to see him. 

This fact may be taken as a free indication 
of the public’s attitude toward amusements 
this year. Anything they (the people) have 
wanted to see they have been willing to pay 
what they had to for the privilege. In other 
years they would not have done so. Money 
has not been flung about more spectacularly 
than usual, but there has been much more of 
it in evidence. And not only the opera but 
all the theatrical attractions on Broadway 
have had the most prosperous year they have 
enjoyed in the last decade. 

One thing that bus helped considerably with 
the success of both the opera and theater sea. 
sons has been the fact that hundreds of so- 
ciety folk, held at home by their inability to 
travel and wearied by the crowd and theis 
failure to get satisfactory accommodations at 


. Palm Beach, have done much entertaining in 


town. And a favorite way of entertaining is 
to give a huge theater party, followed by sup- 
per and dancing at Sherry’s or the Ritz, with 
the Vanderbilt and the Biltmore as second 
choice.

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Stained furniture in some instances is 
effective. A stout unbleached English 
linen has a band in several dull colors 
woven into it at wide intervais. The 
band has a design in it carried out in 
dull maroon, blue green, and tan threads. 
The furniture of this room is stained 
blue green, the woodwork is golden oak, 
and the rug wistaria. 

In a room with mission furniture the 
draperies are of linen almost as coarse 
as burlap. The pattern shows a three 
inch band of olive green, alternating 
with a band of tthe same width that is 
marked off into inch wide tan and black 
checks. Casement curtains are made 
of this stuff, and the sash curtains are 
made of thin ecru crash. The seats of 
the chairs have loose cushions uphol- 
stered in soft brown ieather. The bed- 
spread matches the curtains.- On the 
bed a bolster spread laid over the pillows 
is made of a single breadth of the goods, 
so that the lines in this run crosswise of 
the bed, while the lines in the spread 
run up and down. 

Fresh looking in a buff colored room 
are the cream and blue’ checked linen 
draperies. The checks are nearly an inch 
wide in medium and dark blue. The fur- 
niture in this room is painted a still dark- 
er blue. A fourfold screen is covered with 


the checked linen on one side and the plain | 


blue denim on the other. The bedspread 
and pillow spread are made of denim bor- 
dered with checked bands, as are the chest 
cover and slip covers forthechairs. The 
rug is of medium blue, with a large deep 
‘ square woven into each corner. 

Indian trophies and pictures are usu- 
ally beloved of the boy heart. The accom- 
penying illustration shows a room done in 
unique Indian style. The furniture is of 
the mission type, the rug is a Navajo, and 
the decorative frieze on a light tan ground 
depicts the Hopi Indians masked and
